Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—-[ Spe- 
clal.J—Reports are current in official 
quarters here tonight that another 
peace conference is being planned by 
the allied governments, and that Presi- 
dent Wilson already has received word 
of such a proposal: 
The purpose of the conference, it is 
declared, is not to negotiate a new 
treaty, but to take up unsettled mat- 
ters, such as the Fiume controversy, 
which now appears to be hopelessly 
snarled

tlement of the punitive section. relat- 
ing to Germany's leaders singled out 
by the allies for punishment.

The committee has decided that the 
only sound financial policy is to make 
ends meet even if it hampers the work 
of police, fire, and. health protection, 

In yesterday’s executive session $1,- 
537,822 was cut from the budget. It 
is to be reinserted in pay increases 
and increased street and alley cleaning 
appropriations. 

485 Favor Police. 

From the proposed appropriation of 
$9,574,074 for the police department 
the committee cut $889,752, which, if 
the council concurs in the retrench- 
ment program, will decrease police pro- 
tection by 430 patrolmen and plain 
clothes men and fifty-five commanding 
officers — captains, lieutenants, and 
sergeants. 
| In the fire department $360,000 was 


pruned from the proposed appropria- 
tion for engineers and pipemen. This
